did not seem disposed to controvert these arguments;
but, on the ooutrury, to admit their cogency. On this
Jiolnt permit me to quote a passage from Kirl Russell's
reply to Lord Maimesbury:. .

With regard to France, all I an in that hitherto there has
bean an intimate and tun-onerveil communication between
bar Majesty's government and that of me Rmperor of tlie
'French; and 1 do not recollcct any instance in which u dif.
(ereuce of opinion b id arisen between them on this subject.

That there has been an "intimate itiid unreserved com¬
munication," though not strictly official, b'-tween the
governments is perfectly true: bat 111 certain (French)
official quarters here it is not merely d< ubted, but posi¬
tively denied, that thero has been no diilerouco of
Opinion, in thc.-e quarters it Is now, and lias been for
stomo time, assarted that the imperial government of
'Franee is in favor of recognition, and th t it i;' the Eng-
lish governtneut that has hold aloof, and still holds aloof;
In a word. thai but for England France would long ago
bare reoojmized the confederacy. his, you will por-
ceive, is somewhat In contradiction with Earl Russell's
Statement, if l>y "ho instance of u diflbrenco of opinion"
Jt was meant that lioth agree in i<o-tpulng iudetinitely
the recognition. That England has no such intention ut
jnrosont is ovident noiu Karl Russell's r ply to tho note of
Mr. Mason (the S uthcrn Couiuu- ianer to England), for¬
mally deman ling to be recognized.
Subsequently to his interview with the Emperor, it is

said that Mr. iiii lell hod au interview with M. Thouvenel,
and that he presented a note about the same time as Mr.
Mason in l/>ud«n, and pressing on identical grounds the
recognition of tho courederucy. Tho unwillingness of
£nglaud, It' not her positive rejection of the demand, was,
J believe, allege a.- the principal it' not the only reason
why France did not act at once. Tho subject is
certainly one of great dilliculty for England. The
very b <st reasons exist for lier jioiicy ; but It is
peculiarly unfortunate that we seem to get no
.credit on either side for the integrity of our motives,
jbur intentions, or our acts. It is Impossible to be hated
more than wo aro in tho North: and, if it cannot bo de¬
nied that we havo acted impartially, the reasons assigned
are anythiug but crcditable, and the hope of convincing
Northerners of our sincerity und our disinterestedness is
but slight indeed. So far as the feelim: against us is con¬
cerned, It may be doubted whether actual intervention
would much aggravate it. On the othor hand, in the
South our neutrality is beginning to bo looked upon as
little better than downright hostility.
The Emperor returns from Why to-morrow, and will

preside at the Cabinet Council to be hold soon after.

<c%eera.) Nothing could be more interesting to those
who were charged with the conduct of publicallhlrs than to visit those groat seats of industry, to sea
'In the first placo tho mon who by their energy, int-lii-
gonce, and lntognt} had amassed Ltrgo fortunes, which
exposed them not to the jealousy or the envy of th -ir
neighbors, but won for them their universal approbation
and respect; to see also others who wore still strugiiug
an the same honorable pursuits, and who wers destined,
feerhapa, some day to overtake thuse who had gone be
Tot1* them, and not less gratifying was it to see these
steady aud honest working clauses, tho strength arid
stamina of the country. (Chers.) Onr minufacturing
and commercial p-oeperity wus tho result of our froe in¬
stitutions, and it had of late also been peculiarly increased
by tho practical application of the prluoiples of free trade.
(Cheers.) The Mayor had adverted to those general
.principles which, although apparently not immediately
connected with commercial prosperity, were yet
singularly and indtasolobly bound up' with it.he
meant those t>rinc)ples of providing for the de
.foueo of the country.(cheers).not engaging in needle>s
wars, not preparing for aggression upon oar neighbors,
root defying, not lnsultiug, but being ready to maintain
our own rights au I independence.(cheers).and to pro-
teot our soil against anv danger which may possibly
ttireaton it. (Choors.) If thst was a course which every
nation that respected itself, and that wished to lie happy
and prosperous, ought to follow, surely a nation like this,
manufacturing and commercial, which <le;>ended* for its
Wealth upon the freedom or the seas, which livod and
throve by bringing to its shores from the remotest parts
«r the globe all tiro products of other climes, wan pe¬
culiarly interested hi establishing those means of defence
-which were necessary not only for protecting our
tieartha and our hom**, but for rendering sate to
6ur commerce the trackless paths of every ocean.
(Cheers.) That principle ought to be carried out
¦with a due regard to economy; but economy con¬
torted not simply in ilDg their money in their I
pockets, but in speudlng It widely, prudently and dis¬
creetly.(he»r. heir).<in purchasing what they wanted.
»nd not more than they wanted: in obtahiing the full
value of their money, not giving more than the thing wasVorth, but not spoiling the thing thny required by grudg¬
ing its fair cost. Kvery'oody desired to see tho bunion of
taxation as light as possible; but the enlightened poopio
of this country would cheerfully contribute the means
essential to uphold tlx) independence, the honor and tho
internals of tho empire. (Cheer*) Whilo, however,
they surveyed with pride and gratilication the productive
industry ol the kingdom, the wealth which it created,
aud the spirit of enterprise and mlulilger.ee which every¬
where appeared. on tike other hand, they could not but
feel deeply grieved at the sulTbrlugs unhappily initiated
U|K>n a portion ol' the industrial cliu--*)# by causes beyond
eur control. (Hear, hoar.) Vet, grmtiy as thoy coin-
numerated that distress, gieaily us they admired the

.thit the good scn.se of tho i>«ople of Ktu land, and tho
proper icciuig evea <>t the sufferers themselves, must ac¬
knowledge th >t the government were wi-r m not endeavor
lng to nitn at the relief of that distre-w by measures of
war, which, ao far fr..m mitigating, would only have ag¬
gravated the evil. The govornmeut n id be.oro thought it
their duty to advise tbeir sovereign to preserve a strict
*ud rigid neutrality in that most unhappy conilict now
raging in North America. (Cheers.) It w is Indued pain¬
ful to wltno is tho l"nn of life, tlio wasting of treusuce, and
other s.oi concomitants of that tmfortunate contest, but,

THE CALL FOR TROOPS.
Departure of the One Hundred and

KiffUtli New Vork Vofunlei-rs.
Th* One HunareS and Eighth regiment Now York

Volunteers, Coiouol O. H. Palmer, which arrived
n this city from Rochester on Wednesday ufght,
departed for W.whiugton last evening by apecfctl
train from Jersey City. The r siuiont, which
numbers 1,040 men, was raised principally in Mouro®
county, and in point of appo.iranoo compares favorably
with some of our best volunteer regiments. Tho men
arrived m this city unarmed; but during their sojourn in
the Park Barracks they wore provided wi'h Springfield
muskets of the m<«t approved pattern. Considering tiieir
dhort'exiierienco (three weeks), they marched well, and
us thuy pasted down Broadway they received the plaudits
of mi i ri tsense crowd who had assembled to see them oil'.
